Strange War

FROM MOSCOW 
The Tourist 


WE were among the “first genuine: 
tourists to go to Russia by. the 
Soviet jet TU-104 and we were puzzled 
to know how we were going to be re- 
ceived and what we would find there. 
Our friends were not very encouraging 
and had thought of many: objections. 

We arrived comfortably at Moscow 
airport after four and a half. hours’ 
flight. Before we left the plane a soldier 
collected our passports and dropped 
them into a canvas bag. They were to 
be handed to us before we left the 
Customs Office. 

We had to give them back-on arrival 
at the hotel. Eventually they were 
taken from us and handed back again 
six times altogether. Passports had to 
be with the authorities each time we 
moved from one place to go to another. 

At last we got on a coach and drove 
towards the town through beautifully 
kept avenues of trees, with no buildings 
in sight until we reached the Lenin 
Hills, where the -bus stopped to allow 
us to admire the really splendid 
panorama over Moscow. 

Then the chief guide addressed us 
In good English: “Ladies and gentlemen, 

Welcome to the Soviet Union. We 
shall be delighted to show you - our 
country. Every morning my friend Lydia 
and myself shall be taking you by bus 
to show you the chief places of interest 
and shall bring you back to your hotel 
for lunch. After that you will be free 
to go wherever you like until next 
morning. You. will be able to take your 
camera everywhere’ and take photo- 
graphs of anything you want except 
military objectives and of individuals 
who do not wish to be photographed.”

- We then were driven to the Hotel 
Ukraine, the “biggest in Russia and in 
Europe.” Nearly everybody had to 
share a room, even after having paid 
extra for a private room.
